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Finds that superior courts with more than one superior court
facility are asking some jurors to travel excessively long
distances to attend court proceedings.  In these cases, the
legislature further finds that consideration of a juror's proximity
to a particular courthouse can be accommodated while continuing to
provide proportionate jury source list representation from
distinctive groups within the community.

Declares an intent to lessen the burdens borne by jurors
fulfilling their civic duties by providing a mechanism that narrows
the geographic area from which the jurors are drawn while
maintaining a random and proportionate jury pool.
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
